EW YORK, Aug. 28.— 
Aggregate net profits of 

five leading exclusive manu- 


facturers of motor trucks, 
buses and taxicabs in the 
first six months of the cur- 
rent year registered in this 
group a remarkable gain of 
60 per cent. over the cor- 


responding period in 1928. 


The companies reporting to date 
are Fageol Motors, Federal Motor 
Truck, Mack Trucks, Inc.; White 
Motor Company and the Yellow 
Truck and Ccach Manufacturing 
Company. 

These five companies reported a 


combined net profit of $6,675,000, as 
compared with $4,147,000 for the 
same companies in the first half of 
1928. a gain this year of $2,528,000, 
equivalent to 36 per cent. 

In line with the general pros- 
perity of the motor truck industry, 
all five concerns showed substan- 
tiol increases in net profit, one 
company, the Yellow Truck and 
Coach, turning a deficit of $208,- 
009 into a net income of $860,000, 
this rerresenting a gain of more 
than $1,000,000 in income. 
Another increase of more than 
$1,000,000 was registered by Mack 
Trucks, Inc.. which renorted a jump 
from $°.830.009 to $3,911.000.

the total net profit was $5,815,000 
in 19°99 compared with $4,355,000 in

Many of the papers have been 


digested in previous issues of Aut»- 
motive Daily News. The paper by 
Edward P. Warner, who has re- 
cently stepped out of his govern- 
mental activities into the editorial 
chair of Aviation, entitled “The 
Economic Relationship of Speed 
and Weight’‘in Air Transportation,” 
attracted considerable attention 
Mr. Warner clearly brought out 
the fact that there is a definite and 
calculable relationship between load, 
speed and ccst which must be taken 
account of in definitely fixing rates 
and the return on capital invest- 
ments in air transportation. He 
presented curves and tabulations of 
value in determining the figures for 
different types of service. Mr 
Werner said in part: 
“Transportation furnished by air- 
planes continues to be transporta- 
tion. The fundamental objects of 
securing speed, economy, safety and 
comfort are the same as in an ocean 
liner. a railroad train, or for that 
matter a stage-coach. More speed 
and less economy are present in the 


operation of aircraft than in the 
competing surface vehicles and a 
different group of patrons is ap- 


pealed to, but the necessity of estab- 
lishing some sort of balance among 
more or less conflicting desirable 
factors of performance, and of 
knowing just what that perform- 
ance is, remains unaltered 

“With rare exceptions among 
those who journey purely for pleas- 


ure or for scenic interest every 
traveler. other things being equal 
would like to get over the ground 


as rapidly as possible. With no ex- 
ceptions whatever every travele1 
would like, other things being equal 
to make his trip as cheaply as pos- 
sible. Other things never are equal, 
however. and the operator of a 
transportation enterprise in picking 
his equipment and planning his 
schedules must decide just how 
much economy he can afford to 
sacrifice to secure increased speed 
or vice versa 

bviously more or less absolute 
limits are found at both ends of 
the scale. If the maximum speed 
of transport between New York city 
and Chicago, however, cheap it 
might be, were 4 m. p. h. most peo- 
ple would prefer to stay at home. 
If on the other hand the cost were 
$1,000 for the trip, no rate of speed 
would build the patronage up to 
very substantial figures. The exact 
response that will be elicited from 
the public by any given combina- 


tion of speed and economy is of 
course speculative. It cannot be 
definitely predicted, and in any 


case it would vary with local con- 
ditions. The cost of securing in- 
creased speed, however, need not be 
open to question. For specific ex- 
amples it can be definitely calcu- 
lated. At least in approximate 
terms it can be made the subject 
of general calculation and of gen- 
eral rules. We must get the figures 
before we can decide what to do 
with them or what action to take 
upon the lesson that they teach.” 
Another paper concerned with 
the economies of aviation was that 
by Russell L. Putnam of Chicago, 
who spoke about “The Selling of | 
Airplanes to Business Houses.” 


According te Mr. Putnam the en- 


tire industry has a selling job on 
its hands to “put across” aviation 
as a business tool. He outlined 
some of the steps to be taken, as 
follows: 

“Obviously, if we as airplane man- 
ufacturers are to develop sales in 
any great quantity we must meet 
these obstacles in the minds of busi- 
ness and overcome them. But how? 

“There is, of course, the great 
task of overcoming the fear of the 
entire public. of wives and non- 
business people, as well as business 
executives. Primarily this fear is 
based on a lack of understanding 
The early dare-devil exhibitions and 
fatalities of flyers, the thrilling 
stories of aerial combats and deaths 
of wartime flyers and the more re- 
rent tragedies of transoceanic 
flyers have constantly kept danger 
in the forefront. The story of a non- 
hazardous flight has scarcely been 


news. There is a big job, then, for 
the entire aviation industry in get- 
ting across to the public the safety 


and sanity of ordinary flying It 
should be told in everyday, under- 
standable language, in terms of get- 
ting from this place to that with 
comfort and dispatch. Its usefulness 
should be pointed out. The people 
must learn to feel that they can 
climb into their own ship or into 
a transport liner with the same as- 
Surance of safe arrival at destina- 
tion as in the case of train, steam- 
boat or automobile. A tremendous 
task, this. and one which has not 
yet been adequately attempted. Per- 
haps the only answer to this is the 
banding together of all aviation 
manufacturers to carry on such an 
educational campaign 

“Conquering the fear of the busi- 
ness executive is part and parcel of 
this greater job. Specific facts and 
information can be got across to 
him. And aviation manufacturers 
must appreciate that they cannot 
rely upon free publicity in news- 
papers and magazines to do this 
job. We must remember that human 
psychology is such that news, as 
our editors ordinarily interpret it, 
deals with the unusual, the hazard- 
ous and spectacular. It will take 
carefully prepared fact-stories of 
the everyday usefulness of the air- 
plane to be convincing, and these 
must of necessity be carried to pros- 
pective customers in paid space. 
Otherwise, our task wil) fail of ac- 
complishment or it will require 
many slow and painful years 

“Next, the fact of high cost must 
be encountered. We may hope in 
the years ahead to reduce costs to 
a basis that is comparable with 
other forms of travel. Today that 
is hardly feasible. But, after all, it 
is accomplishment through a more 
effective use of time that is the real 
index of the airplane’s value, rather 
than cost of a specific performance 
in contrast with other less effective 
methods. We must show the busi- 
ness man what the airplane will 
accomplish, and that in this accom- 
plishment lie profits, though initial 
and operating costs may increase 

“For example, a San Francisco 
representative of an Ohio tire man- 
ufacturer, in competing for a 10.000 
tire order, found it necessary to 
have a sample from the Ohio fac- 
tory within twenty-four hours’ time. 
The tire was shipped by air express 
at a cost of $41.50 and arrived in 
time to enable him to meet competi- 
tion and secure this order, to be 
followed with annual purchases of 
over $50,000. The tire could have 
been shipped to San Francisco by 
train at a cost of $3.02 in approxi- 
mately five days, a saving of $37.48. 
but it would have meant a loss of 
over $50,000, in annual business.”

N these days when every penny’s worth of business is 
valuable, a jobber cannot afford to allow a customer to 
grow cold and place even a small proportion of his business 
elsewhere if he can possibly avoid it. 


avoid it or, 
business that should come his 
contact with cach customer. 

No matter hew good business is 
or how well the general level of 
trade is keeping up, it is a bad 
business policy if a jobber is not 
in possession of the details of 
every customcr’s aceounts, so that, 


by closer contact, he can insure 
that not one falls behind. 
To carry out this plan, an ac- 


counting concern set up what might 
be called a contact plan for one of 
its clients,. which can be used to

The same source is also used to tell 
how often a customer bought and 
whether he bought more or less this 
year than last.

As a consequence, no 
one after a while takes the trouble 
to delve into such data. 

Of course, the daily orders of 
salesmen are always watched care- 
fully, but this is an uncertain man- 
ner of keeping check on any par- 
ticular customer or salesman. 

So, in crder that in the future it 
will be a simple matter to know 
just how much business is done with 
each customer, a fist should be com- 
piled of all customers. Each cus- 
tomer should be listed on a card of 
Standard size to fit into an index 
file. From the ledger accounts, the 
total amount of each customer's pur- 
chases by the year to date, going 
back far enough to give one a fair 
idea of how the customer had been 
buying, should be entered on each 
card. 


One jobber who changed over to 


this system found, after the names | 


of all the customers had thus 
been listed, the reason why it had 
reelly been impossible for salesmen 
to produce the maximum amount of 
business from each customer. They 
had not had sufficient contact and 
had not been able to get around to 
see their customers often enough. 
Accordingly, when the number of

The 
first column in this division con- 
tains the date of the call made 
by the salesman.

an adjacent parallel column. The 
next space, reading from left to 
right, summarizes the subject of 
the letter or call. And then the 
salesman states definitely whether 
it was a general routine call or one 
for the purpose of showing or sell- 
ing some specific item. 

The last item contains the code 
letter, an important factor in main- 
taining the system. Four-code let- 
ters are used on this form. 

The letter “A” in the code column, 
after a call has been made to sell a 
new line, for example, shows that 
the prospective customer is not in- 
terested in this particular line. 

If the code column shows a letter 
“B,” it denotes that enough interest 
was found to justify a follow-up 
call. If the salesman thinks the call 
ought to be made in a specific num- 
ber of days after the first call, he 
so designates it by writing that 
number after the letter. 

If the code letter is “C,” we know 
that the customer is a definite pros- 
pect and ought to be called on soon. 

Letter “D” indicates that the cus-

This contact plan is simple and 
inexpensive. And such recerd tells 
a lot that ought to be known about 
the customers and salesmen.

Perhaps most important of all is 
the fact that it enables the con- 
cern to know whether or not the 
salesmen are calling often enough 
to maintain desired contacts.

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NE of the most persistent com- 
plaints directed toward auto- 
motive wholesalers shows apparent 
unwillingness to devote much at- 
tention to respective lines. 

Each producer feels that his line 
is being neglected, that the field for 
his product is not being cultivated 
intensively, and that insufficient 
time is spent by the jobber in his 
effort to build up a demand. The 
manufacturer charges that, not in- 
frequently, the whos:saler even fails 
to mention brand names and his 
salesmen merely sell what the trade 


demands without making any effort | 


to direct this demand 


There's a good deal of truth be- 
hind the accusations. 


The very nature of the jobber's 
business seems to indicate very little | 


chance of improvement in the near 
future. Wholesalers generally carry 
a wide variety 
of products in stock; most of them 
attempt to supply pretty nearby 
any sort of item for which a cus- 
tomer may call. Consequently they 
handle many thousands of articles, 
many of which are made by com- 
peting manutacturers Is it any 
wonder, then, that any one article 
receives perhaps too little selling 
elfort trom the wholesaler? 

It is beyond the possibilities of 
time for his salesmen to devote any 
great amount of time to a specific 
article in the course of a regu‘ar call 
on a retailer, and, from the stand- 
point o1 protit to the house, noth- 
ine would be accomplished if he did 

Furthermore, it is practically im- 
possible for a human being to be- 
come intimately acquainted with the 
merits of every article on a whole- 
saler’s shelves to a int where he 
would have a number of talking 
points on each item. 

Sales managers have attempted 
to insist that salesmen know at 
least three talking points on each 
unit, but they have found this to 
be a tough position to hold, for it 
is a little too close to the ideal to 
be a reality. 

Besides, in the case of a very 
large stock, it would be unfair to 
push one article at the expense of a 
article from a_ different 
Of course, if the first arti- 
an unusually wide profit 
margin, such a course could be 
readily understood and the whole- 
would be justified in such a 
course, for the Simple reason that 
if one manufacturer could give such 
a margin the other manufacturer 
must meet competition or quit. 

There are some cases, too, where 
a manufacturer’s product has been 
So cleverly exploited by national 
advertising that an unusually 
consumer demand has been estab- 
lished. In such a case, the whole- 
saler has an excellent opportunity 
to cash in by putting a little extra 
effort behind the product in his 
territory. Here, too, he is justified, 
for the manufacturer is entitled to 
that extra effort because of his 
advertising expenditure. 

The point to bear in mind is 
that the wholesaler’s main func- 
tion is to act the part of purchas- 
ing agent for the retailer and as a 
distributor and not as an agency 
for the creation of demand for a 
manufacturer's product.

HUNGARY SEEKING 
TO BAR U. S. TIRES 


Attempting to Create 
Monopoly for Its 
Own Products 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, Aug. 28. 
—The Hungarian gov- 

ernment is promoting drastic 

measures against the import 
and use of American and 
other foreign tires, according 
to a cable received today by 
the rubber division of the 

Department of Commerce. 

Efforts are being made to create 
a monopoly for the Hungarian 
Rubber Goods Factory, Ltd., whose 
tires are said to be inferior te 
American tires and who canno’ 
compete with them except through °- 
the special aid of the government 
in forcing the use of domestic 
tires. 

The measures taken by the gov- 
ernment are a reduction of imports 
and the decrease of the adverse 
trade balance. The Association of 
Automobile Tire Dealers has re- 
ceived numerous complaints but 
have been compelled by the author- 
ities to use Cordatic tires

Les Angeles, Aug. 28.—New pas- 
senger car registrations in the 
United States at large, according to 
figures previously presented in Auto- 
motive Daily News, showed a drop 
of 14.8 per cent. from those of May 
(454,153-386 537), as contrasted with 
a 9.7 per cent. Icss last year. 

This was more than a seasonal 
falling off and was: accounted for 
by the fact that last year’s Ford 
mmmer reg'strations were fast pil- 
ing up from 30,928 in May to 35,436 
in June. an increase of 4,508 sales, 
while this year the drop was from 
143,472 in May to 129.158, a loss of 
14.314. | 

It will be seen from the accom- 
panying table that the gross gain 
of all makes over 1928 dropped from 
29.4 per cent. in May to 21.7 per 
cent. in June, the “to-date” in- 
crease falling from 41.9 to 37.9 per | 
cent. | 
Figures presented in an adjoining 
table show that all other makes 
than Fords suffered a loss of 8.6 
per cent. in June, though up to tne 
end of that month they had gained | 
1.6 per cent. They also showed that 
exclusive of both Ford and Chevro- 
let they lost 6.3 per cent. in June, 
but gained 5.1 per cent. in the half- 
year period. | 

Another table setting forth com- 
parative new passenger car registra- | 
tions of individual makes discloses 
the fact that, while eighteen of 
them were credited with half-year | 
sales increases, only ten of them 
showed gains over June, 1928. | 

The outstanding June percentage | 
gainers were Ford, Nash, Franklin 
and Pierce-Arrow, all of which 


made 50 per cent. more sales than} 


they did in that month of 1928. On 
this basis the best sellers in the six- 
month period were Ford, Auburn, 
Franklin and Pierce-Arrow, though 
the following substantial half-year 
percentage gains were made by 
some other good sellers: Nash, 32.3;

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Latest Engineering News 
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Tests Show Gas-Electric Possibilities 


Flexible Control for 
Acceleration and 
Braking 


Sov H DARTMOUTH, Mass., Aug 

28.—Remarkable possibilities are 
shown by the new General Electric- 
Rauch & Lang electro-gasoline au- 
tomobile, which was given a gruel- 
ing road test last week on a trip 
from Chicopee to the Round Hills 
estate of Col. Edward H. R. Green 
This device was outlined briefly in 
Automotive Daily News of August 
24. It was driven from Chicopee to 
Boston and then to South Dart- 
mouth, taking the Shrewsbury and 
Spencer Hills at 30 to 35 miles an 
hour. While it is only geared to 
forty miles an hour, it did better 
than that on fairly level roads, the 
additional] speed being produced by 
the vehicle's momentum 


Except for the extremely high 
windshield and high movable top, 
the lines of the car are the same 
as those of a standard size cabriolet 
In fact, the designers took a new 
Standard car of the cabriolet type 
with a six-cylinder sleeve valve 


engine of 60 horse power, and afte1 
ail the transmission mechanism had 
been taken out, built in a generator 
and motor to take its place with 
proper connections to the rear axle 
The generator is bolted directly to 
the flywheel housing of the gasoline 


engine, which is the primary power 
plant The generator revolves at 
the same speed as the turnover of 
the engine. thus doing away with 
the necessity of clutch and _ gear 
shift 

Power generated by the engine is 


transmitted through short cables to 
a motor which is ccupled by means 
of a universal joint to a short, flex- 
ible drive shaft, at the end of which 
there is a second universal joint 
connecting with a worm-drive shaft 
running to the rear axle. Because 
it is necessary to use a wcrm drive. 
the rear axle is provided with gears 
that have a reduction valve of 81; 
to 1 in place of the standard 4 7/16 
tol 

To start the car and attain high 
speed after the ignition switch has 
been turned on and the engine is 
running in neutral at idling speed 
requires three operations. The op- 
erator closes the battery field 
switch attached to the seat within 
reach of the right hand, throws the 
controller, which is near by, into 
the forward position, and steps on 


the accelerator. The battery field 
switch and controller need not be 
touched again until the car is

Due to the flexibility of the elec- 
tric drive, duty on the gasoline en- 
gine is less severe than in the reg- 
ular types. It is impossible to jerk 


the car, even when the accelerator 
is pushed suddenly right down to 
the floor because the electrical 
equipment is automatic in action 
and provides smoothness of opera- 
tion that is impossible of attain- 
ment in any mechanically driven 
car 


The principle of this gas-eectric 
drive is very similar to that applied 


to the gas-electric buses used by the 
Boston Elevated Railway and the 
gas-electric rail cars used by the 


Boston & Maine Railroad. The same 


feature of electric drive may be ap- 
plied to trucks and is peculiarly 
adapted for frequent stop service, or 
door to door deliveries. 

After the car is brought to speed, 
the engine need only turn over fast 
enough to generate suffiicent energy 
to overcome road friction and wind- 
age. Thus, on coasting down hil's, 
the engine will always be at idling 
speed, and so economize on gasoline. 
On level roads the engine will be 
turning over, in many cases, at a 
lower speed than if it were coupled 
mechanically to the rear wheels. It 
has a fast pickup after coming to a 
stop at street intersections, and the 
makers say it can easily pass other 
cars starting with it from scratch
